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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to a tamper resistant bait station. 
Group II, claim(s) 6-10, drawn to a method for securing a bait station. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the apparatus as 
claimed does not require the receptacle securable to the enclosure by one or more bolts 
and nuts; the method as claimed does not require 1) the lip edge of the lid fitting 
adjacently to a lip edge of the periphery of the enclosure 2) the receptacle securable, 
removably securable, or securable by one or more mating tongue and groove 
mechanisms to the enclosure 3) the upper surface of the lip edge of the lid being 
substantially level with an upper surface of the lip edge surround a portion of the 
periphery of the enclosure. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Species I requires 
enclosure 1000 integrally molded with receptacle 1200 not required in Species ll-VIII; 
Species II requires bait station 2000 molded separately from receptacle 2200 not 
required in Species I or III— VIII; Species III requires securing bait station 2000 to 
receptacle 2200 using adhesive cement not required in Species I, II, or IV-VIII; Species 
IV requires one or more nut and bolt assemblies not required in Species l-lll or V-VIII; 
Species V requires tongue and groove mechanism not required in Species l-IV or VI- 
VIII; Species VI requires protrusions 5050 not required in Species l-V, VII, or VIII; 
Species VII requires stakes and no weighting structure not required in Species l-VI or 
VIII; and Species VIII requires receptacle 7200, slots 7270 for receiving a locking bar, 
and holes 7250 for securing 7200 to the enclosure not required in Species l-VII. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
